theft of a $625,000 necklace taken 
from the mails, Scotland Yard ad­ 
mitted today that it was completely 
baffled. 
It is believed that the neck­ 
lace was taken from the box in which 
it bad been packed before it lert 
France, but there is not the slight­ 
est clue on which to work. 
Henri Salamons, the Paris repres­ 
entative of Max Meyer, the London 
dealer, to whom Salamons mailed 
tho necklace, 
today examined the 
package as it was received in Lon­ 
don. 
At first it was declared that 
the 
seals 
had 
not been broken, 
but on close inspection of the wrap­ 
per Salamons discovered that extra 
seals, 
facsim iles 
of 
the originals, 
had been placed in the box. 
Sala­ 
mons said he packed the necklace for 
shipment himself. 
After wrapping it 
in cotton wool and tissue paper it 
was placed in the 
cardboard 
box 
which was wrapped, tied and sealed. 
When the package was opened in 
London the inner morocco case con­ 
tained nothing but f i few pieces of 
sugar.
